ANOTHERJ'LAN. 

rrcsldent Koosevelt May Xegotlat« 
M Treaty With Cuba. 

Washington, June 17. — President 
Palma of Cuba has indicated to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt bis conviction that the 
rebate proposition relative to Cuban 
sugar would be not only objectionable 
in itself, but would be extensively ex- 
pensive and almost impossible to car- 
ry out In the distribution. 

Should It become apparent that 
there is no possibility of an agreement 
between the senate and bouse, upon 
the pending reciprocity propositions, 
then tlie president probably will en- 
deavor to simplify the problem by 
dropping the house out of the calcula- 
tion and negotiating a treaty directly 
with President Palma. 

It is true such a treaty would re- 
quire the approval of two-thirds of the 
senate, but it is Believed that under 
the changed conditions this would not 
be impossible of sttainment. At any 

rate, the situation would be clarified 
by the omission of the house from the 
calculation and hence it is that tt0 
project is being considered. 

Kidnaped Child Recovered. 
New York. June 17.— Abo I.owcn- 
steln, Jr., four years old, who was kid- 
caped from bis home in Newark on 
Miiy 24 by a "woman in black," has 
been restored to his parents. More 
than 5,000 persons shouted themselves 
hoarse. Then the father, clasping the 
child in his arms, was placed at the 
head of a gnat procession which 
marched to the Lowenstein home. Abe 
dkMppeared while viewing a circus 
parade in company with his brother. 
The later said a young woman dressed 
in black had taken Abe In her arms 
and held him above the crowd to see 
the pttimde. A few ml»«tM later the 
woman and child disappeared. No 
trace of the boy was found until a few 
days ago when a lad answering his 
description was found in the streets 
of Paterson and was sent to the alms 
His identification ensued.

It was agreed by counsel for both 
sides that the form of order for the 
appeal would be submitted to the court 
later. In his opinion, the vice chan- 
cellor held that the retirement of pre- 
ferred stock constituted a preferential 
reduction of the corporation's capital 
among those assenting to the plan anT) 
a corresponding impairment of the 
right of thoiv not ausenting. Accord- 
ing to \ ue chancellor's decision, 
preferred stockholders have vested 
property rights which can not be im- 
paired by a board of directors without 
the consent of the holders ol preferred 
shares.

Many great trusts, 
doubtless are mercenary, but there 
may be a 'selfless' altruistic and spir- 
itualist trust. IHfere may be an im- 
l)eriallsm of love. God is raising up a 
love trust to offset the 'Belt trusts.' 
On the biLsis of the golden rule, a fed- 
eration of the whole world will one 
day be accomplished.'*

bridge. Mr. Disbrow said that tbe de- 
scription gitaa of the aaa wlko com- 
mitted suicide answered in some re- 
spects to that of his son. but that he 
knows of no reason why he pbonid 
have desired to end his life. It was 
possible, he thought, that his son's 
mind had been unbalanced on account 
of the notoriety brought upon him in 
bis <'<iiini'Ction with the tragedy at 
Qood Ground.

Fast Schedule netween Now York 
and Chicago Mulutalned. 

Chicago. June 17. — ^New York to Chi- 
cago in 19 ho irs and 57 minutes, that 
is the record time made by the new 
fast trains jiut in servire by the Penn- 
sylvania and LAke Shore railroads. 
The 20-hour schedule over both, was 
more than equalled. The train of the 
former road that left New York at 
1:65 p. m.. arrived here ,.nree minutes 
ahead of time at 8:5:; a. ni. The Lake 
Shore train made exactly the same 
time, arriving three minutes ahsad of 
the schedule, at 9:42 a. m. Tlw ttaln 
averaged 49 mllefi an hour fOT tlM en- 
tire trip of HSd miles. 

The running of these 20-hour trains 
by the Pennsylvania and New York 
Central inaugurates the fastest regu- 
lar service ever attempted between 
Chicago a nd New Yorh. 

The Philippine 1111. 

Washington, June 17.— At the open- 
ing of the session of the house, Mr. 
Cooper (Wis.) asked unanimoMS con- 
sent for the consideration of a resolu- 
tion to make the Philippine civil gov 
ernment bill a special order from June 
III to June 26, inclusive. The resolu- 
tion provided for five days of gen- 
eral debate. Mr. Richardson, the mi- 
nority leader, asked If the effect of 
the rule would not be to cut off all 
except committee amendments. Mr. 
Cooper denied this, and said it was 
the intention of the committee to al- 
low the widest time in amendments. 
Tlu-re Was no objection and the reso- 
lution yas adopted.

Brown was charged with as- 
sault, and while the officer was on the 
wsy with tbe prisoner to an office of 
justice a crowd of colored people sur- 
rounded them and threatened to res- 
cue the prisoner. Constable Eaton 
drew bis revolver and fired with fatal 
effect

Dlsastroas Wreck In C'cntrMi Vermont 
Caused by m Washout. 
Barre. V't.. June 17.— In addition' to 
property damage caused by a cloud- 
fenrst ovar this section, live railroad 

men lost their lives by a frei^ it train 
on tbe Central Vermont railroad run- 
ning into a washout at Middlesex. TiK 
Winovskl river rose to spring freshet 
beigbts snd several oridk,eB were 
washed away. 

The dead include the conductor, en- 
Ctneer and fireman and two brake- 
men. Tbe train consisted of s loco- 
motive snd 12 cars. Passing through 
Middle; 1 it was rutm'Tig at a fair 
rate of speed, when it struck a ditch 
washed out by a torrent of water.The 
locomotive leaped into tbe ditch and 
the freight cars piled upon top of it. 
The trainmen were buried under the 
ruins. 

The railroad bridge at Bolton was 
destroyed, and a sawmill, together 
with tbe house adjoining, were de 

molished in the town of Middlesex 
One hundred thousand feet of logs 
ware carried away.

The jirtsent trouble is con 
fined to tbe melting departm«U. and 
an effort is made to induce the other 
workmen to Join the strikers in a gen 
oral demand for an increase in wages.

All of the acts which paswd the last 

Kentucky Creneral Assembly, save those 
' measures which contained emergency 
olanaoa or beeama law without tha ap- 
proval of Gov. Beckham, will become op- 
erative to-morrow. The most important, 
perhapa, of these acta ia that which re- 
lates to the emplovment of children. 
Tbia act, aa approved by the Governor, 
is, in fall, as follows : 

" A U matUA by the OommommaUh ofKtututky : 
First— That it shall bt nalawf ol tor a piopiletor, 
toraman, ownar or othw ptraon to employ any 
child leii than foartatn yaan of ago in any 

workabip, rartory or mine in this State ; that an- 
leaa said proprietor, foreman or owner aball 
know the agi or thv child, it ahall be his or their 
iluty to require the parent or guardian to furnikh 
a sworn ttatemeut of its age, and any swearing 
falsely to aurh by the parent or guardian .ihall 
be perjury «iii| fuiui.-iiHM"' as ■.ucti. 

rnividi-J that If tlie parcut or guardian anil 
the County Judi^e of any county inay con^fiit iu 
writiiinfor 8UrU employment, then in tlml event 
sui'h employment may be made, sulijeet to the 
approval of the County Attorney of said county, 
iu the event of any complaint, and If he think*. 
aftiT InveHtiKatlon uf said complalut. that it Ik 
aicalnst the l>est interests or moral welfari' of 
Mui'h infant child, he mar xo ootlfy said em- 
I'loyer. and thsn thu sot appUaaas If DoeoaaaBt 

wdsHiven. 

' Second— That say proprietor, foreman or 
owner employing a child less than foarteen 
rears of age lo conflict with the provisions of 
tbla act. except where such proprietor, foremati 
or owner has been Inmiahod with a sworn state- 
ment of guardiaa or parent ttiat the child is 
more than fonrtaan years of age, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon oonviotion shall be 
fined not leas than IS aod not mora than 1280. 

"Third— That tho grand Jury shall have in- 
qnlaitorial powers to inreetiaato vtolatioiu of 
this act, aad that the Judges of the Circuit 
Oonrts o( the Mtate shall speoially charge the 
grand Jury at the betinatna of each term of the 
court to investigate violations of this set."
